The Examiner contacted the undersigned attorney to suggest an Examiner's 
amendment to obtain allowance of claims 16-22 rejected under 35 U.S. C. §101 as non- 
statutory subject matter. In this conference the Examiner proposed dropping the word 
"typically" from the earlier proposed Examiner's amendment (previously discussed in an 
interview on 15 May 2007). The undersigned again expressed his strong disagreement 
with the position of the Patent Office in this regard. However, in hopes of advancing 
prosecution of this application, the undersigned generally agreed to the Examiner's 
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proposed Examiner's amendment wherein on page 8 of the specification at first mention 
of the enhanced driver element 332 of figure 3, it would be stated that the driver is 
"embodied in a computer readable storage medium" (removing the previously proposed 
word "typically" prior to "embodied"). The Examiner suggested this amended language 
would correct the alleged deficiency under § 101 . The Examiner also agreed that the 
proposed amendment is intended merely to clarify the tangible embodiment of a software 
driver module as one possible embodiment of means in claims 16-22. Other possible 
embodiments (such as an enhanced SAS initiator and/or an enhanced SAS expander) are 
also intended to be within the scope of claims 16-22 (in particular within the scope of the 
broader independent claim 16). The Examiner agreed to submit the proposed language as 
an Examiner's amendment (presumably in conjunction with a Notice of Allowance with 
stated Reasons for Allowance).
